I was told if we 
took oral vaccine in the sugar 
cube program, it was life¬ 
time. But my daughter who is 
four lias had four four-in-one 
shots but has not had the live 
vaccine, asd should receive it. 
Is it absolutely safe now?— 
Mrs. C.B. 

The supposition Is that the 
oral ("sugar cube") vaccine 
give* lifelong protection, but 
we haven't had this vaccine 
long enough to know from 
experience. However, blood 
tests allow that protection 
remains high, year after 
year, without any boosters. 

The other, and earlier, type 
of vaccine, which was in¬ 
jected, is a "killed virus 
vaccine,” rather than a "live 
virus vaccine,” and periodic 
booster* art needed to keep 
immunity up to par.

does not want to recognize; and consequently a 
policeman is a paid servant of an administration 
which stands in the way of the realization of all 
sorts of fine aspirations. 

What the “cop haters” and "pig baiters" don't 
appreciate is that whatever society evolves, 
whether the future is to promise the freedoms of 
democracy or the restraints of state socialism, it 
will include policemen 

Mr. Kelly quite reasonably, it seems, calls for 
the support of responsible elements within the 
community for the officers whose duty it is to 
protect society—not by jungle tactics too often 
used against them, but by restraints and with the 
democratically contrived armory of the statutes 
behind them. 

"I believe that a lack of support gives a 
measure of approval, not intended, to those 
in revolt," says Mr. Kelly. 

Public indifference to the police problem, 
which is truly a problem of all citizens, is too apt to 
result in the sort of confrontation endemic to the 
ghetto—where the policeman is an enemy rather 
than a protector and friend. 

This is a dangerous attitude which administra¬ 
tors must take every precaution to avoid, however 
expensive. Because the moment the community 
sees the policeman as its enemy his usefulness is 
largely destroyed. He may still be able to swing a 
club, but he will realize that as a representative of 
order he has failed. He has in such a case become 
an igniter to the bomb of revolution. 

His lot. as the lyricist says, is not a happy one, 
but unless the policeman is accepted by society in 
the vita! role for which he was recruited, he is 
helpless and hopeless as well. 

And so, then, is society. 


I T 18 POSSIBLY SELF-EVIDENT that the better 
the public is informed about soliog problems, the 
more likely it is the law enforcement officers will 
get the support they need for the efficient 
performance of their task. 

Policemen, in short, could do a better job if 
they had the sympathy of the public to encourage 
them. 

Deputy Commissioner W. H. Kelly. Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police (Ret.) was developing 
this theme when he spoke in Ottawa recently and 

said: 

"Never before have the police faced so many 
problems arising out of disregard for the law 
Assaults on poHcemen doing their duty are 
increasing year by year. Canadian policemen are 
still being murdered. More members of the public 
are reluctant to aid the police or even appear as 
witnesses in court. The image of local police is 
often distorted by what people see happening 
thousands of miles away .. 

Mr. Kelly bebeva that what is happening in 
the United States in the law enforcement field is 
affecting the thinking of Canadians, in spite of the 
different circumstances of thing between the two

There is one great similarity The federal 
minister of justice. John Turner, has called 
Canada's society one of "confrontatioa" And that 
rather precisely defines the state of affairs in the 
United States.

HTHL SIGN POLLUTION of highways can be 
*- quite objectionable but there shouldn’t be too 
much criticism, if any, of one of the pollutants 
which is coming to the Patricia Bay Highway. 

Those provincial parks branch stopa-of-inter 
est plaques add a great deal to the enjoyment of 
the traveller and provide a welcome break from 
the wheel. 

First they are quite attractive in design and 
although they are signs of a sort, can hardly be 
classed with the gaudy, flashing billboards used by 
many highway businesses to advertise their wares. 

Secondly, and most important, they carry 
interesting and educational information on some 
aspect of the area in which they are situated. 

So, it is with a word of welcome that one of 
Ihem soon will appear on the Victoria-to-Swartz 
Bay thoroughfare In recognition of the service the

Columbia The first 35 were erected in 1958 and 
they have been added to over the years. There are 
a few in the immediate vicinity of Victoria — "The 
Birdcages” at the Legislative Buildings in memory 
of the first house of parliament here; Beacon Hill, 
once a burial ground; Wharf Street, the first main 
street fronting Fort Victoria’s palisade, and others. 

Not all the plaque texts are historical; some 
like "A Beaver Pond” on the Hope Princeton 
Highway, and "The Crimson Sockeye" east of 
Chase, deal with natural history. 

They are well composed, like the "Ghost of 
Walhachin" on the Trans Canada Highway 11 
mile* east of Cache Creek: “Here bloomed a 
‘Garden of Eden'! The sagebrush desert changed to 
orchards through the imagination and industry of 
English settlers during 190714. Then the men left 
to fight — and die — for king and country. A 
storm ripped out the vital irrigation flume. Now 
only ghosts of flume, trees, and homes remain to 
mock this once thriving settlement.”

"The concept of a co¬ 
ordinating body (or amateur 
sport In Canada has been 
around (or many years," said 
Pugllese, former director ol 
physical education at the 
University of Waterloo. 

"But die climate is right

The directorate Is a part of 
the fitness and amateur sport 


directorate at the health tnd 
welfari department, all under 
Health Minister John Munro. 

The operation has an over- 
all budget ot 15,000,000 an¬ 
nually with the amateur sport 
directorate expected to take 

something under ( 1 , 000 , 000 , 

although an initial budget 
hasn’t been worked out (or it 
yet. 

And. like any lusty young¬ 
ster, the organisation is hav¬ 
ing Its growing pains.

M. Marine tn work on the 
conversion, and Small Busi¬ 
ness Development Co. of 
Northern California, who put 
up money for the project. 

Marquardt, 38, of 3841 Sea- 
view Road, Saanich, is 
charged with defrauding V I. 
Shipyards of more than 
$32,000 in late 1968 and early 
1969.

Marquardt testified before 
Judge M. L. T. Drake that 
the project was frequently 
beset with financial diffi¬ 
culties and that before Small 
B u siness Development de¬ 
cided to invest in it, the 
situation as far as money was 
concerned was 'desperate.'' 

Marquardt said he was both 
a shareholder and director of 
V I Shipyards Ltd. originally 
hut resigned, first as share¬ 
holder. then as director, be¬ 


cause hi wanted to remove 
himself "as fat as possible 
from the company." 

Marquardt also told court 
of his history in contracting, 
explaining that he began as a 
bricklayer after coming to 
several workmen had worked

Historic Building Razed 
At William Head Prison 


By BRUCE l-OWTHEK 

A bit of Vancouver Island 
history «n lost Sunday when 
an Ff-yeattold building was 
virtually destroyed by a fire 
of unknown origin at the 
William Head minimum se¬ 
curity prison In the Metchoeln 
area. 

No one was hurt, damage 
was estimated unofficially at 
$25,000 to $30,000 and “co- 
oi-ieration from the inmate 
population" was praised by 
warden Gamaliel Milner He 
also said a two-pronged in¬ 
vestigation of die fire canse 
had begun. 

The H-shaped building, sep¬ 
arate from the other major 
William Head structures, was 
used as an inmate training 


area and was reported to have 
been buiit in 1883 for the first 
federal quarantine station. It 
was then a collection o! 
several buildings, later joined 
into one. 

It was file nerve centre of 
file station in the days when 
ocean liners heading for Vic¬ 
toria from various world 
ports had to be stopped 
because of such problems as 
smallpox. 

Tlie buildings then con¬ 
tained quarantine administra¬ 
tion offices and staff dormi¬ 
tories. and was still in use 
when fiig W'ijliam Head quar¬ 
antine station dosed Aug. 1. 
1959. The staff moved into a 
Victoria office and the then- 
new prison took over and 
later joined the buildings. 


Milner said the building, 
which had been due for 
phaseout hi three or four 
years, contained a school¬ 
room. library, classrooms and 
vocational and academic 
training areas. 

He said tlie building was 
last used Friday but was open 
all tlie time. An inmate saw 
smoke at about 3:05 p.m. 
Sunday, went in to investi¬ 
gate, found file fire and 
notified tlie staff at once 
The warden praised in¬ 
mates, including fiie ID-man 
William Head firefighting 
group, for helping remove 
valuable equipment. 

He said these men along 
with members of tlie Rocky 
Point and Metehosin volun¬ 
teer fire departments man¬ 


aged to save one “wing'' of 
fiie building. Die fir* was 
controlled by 5 p.m. and 
Col wood ROIP also went to 
the scene. 

The building was roughly 
150 feet long and 60 feet wide, 
of frame-brick veneer con¬ 
struction and one storey high 
except for a second storey in 
the centre of the H. Only one 
of the four “wings" — fiie 
stems of tlie H — Still is 
undamaged. 

Milner said a provincial fire 
marshal had begun an in¬ 
vestigation and “\ve will hold 
our own court of inquiry." He 
had no idea when a report 
would be completed or when 
replacement plans would be 
made.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Federal Fisheries 
Minister Jack Davis says the government will start 
buying commercial saimou fishing vessels begin¬ 
ning May, 1071, and retiring them out of the 
industry. 

Davis said Monday the vessels involved must 
have a valid category "A” licence and meet 
standards under schedule *‘F” of fish inspection 
regulations. 

The minister said he will try to get a capital 
grant from the government to accelerate the 
program aimed at reducing the saimun fleet. 

The buy-back scheme was announced last year 
when commercial licence fees jumped to $100 and 
$200 from $10 for "A" category boats. 

He added that the plan will be administered 
by Ihe fishing vessel owners whose licence fees 8re 
funding the program. The minister is asking six 
fishing organizations to nominate representatives 
to a committee which will operate under Ihe chair¬ 
manship of a fisheries service officer.

Night after night I have taken this 
book to bed with trie, revelling in the 
beautifully clear flower portraits in 
natural colors, making the acquaintance 
of plants 1 have never seen before, and 
noting particularly a few lovely subjects 
I would like to try in my own garden 

The book is published by Michael 
Joseph of london In collaboration with 
Britain's Royal Horticultural Society 
and America's Brooklyn Botanic 
Garden. I am nol sure of the price but I 
think it would be around $15 

My other gift book was The English 
Flower Garden by William Robinson, a 
book I have been bearing about for 
yeara but never before had the pleasure 
of reading. It was published originally 
in 1883 and has actuaDy gone through 16 
edition* and several revisions to keep it 
up to date. 

Thia William Robinson wa* quite a 
character A great gardener of the 
Victorian era, he waa a man of fiery 
temper and original thought who threw 


away the book and proceeded along hi« 
own unique line* lie was a rebel 
against the prissiness of the Victorian 
garden with its prim, formal lines,

does not want to recognize; and consequently a 
policeman is a paid servant of an administration 
which stands in the way of the realization of all 
sorts of fine aspirations. 

What the "cop-hatera” and “pig baiters” don't 
appreciate is that whatever society evolves, 
whether the future is to promise the freedoms of 
democracy or the restraints of state socialism, It 
will include policemen. 

Mr. Kelly quite reasonably, it seems, calls for 
the support of responsible elements within the 
community for the officers whose duty it is to 
protect society—not by jungle tactics too often 
used against them, but by restraints and with the 
democratically contrived armory of the statutes 
behind them. 

"I believe that a lack of support gives a 
measure of approval, not intended, to those 
in revolt." says Mr. Kelly. 

Public indifference to the police problem, 
which is truly a problem of all citizens, is too apt to 
result in the sort of confrontation endemic to the 
ghetto—where the policeman is an enemy rather 
than a protector and friend. 

This is a dangerous attitude which administra 
tois must take every precaution to avoid, however 
expensive. Because the moment the community 
sees the policeman as its enemy his usefulness is 
largely destroyed. He may still be able to swing a 
club, but he will realize that as a representative of 
order he has failed. He has in such a case become 
an igniter to the bomb of revolution. 

His lot, as the lyricist says, is not a happy one, 
but unless the policeman is accepted by society in 
the vital role for which he was recruited, he is 
helpless and hopeless as well. 

And so, then, is society. 


Deputy Commissioner W. H. Kelly, Royal 
ranadian Mounted Police (Ret.) was developing 
this theme when he spoke in Ottawa recently and 
(Mid: 

"Never before have the police faced so many 
problems arising out of disregard for the law. 
Assaults on policemen doing their duty are 
increasing year by year. Canadian policemen are 
still being murdered. More members of the public- 
are reluctant to aid the police or even appear as 
witnesses in court. The image of local police is 
often distorted by what people see happening 
thousands of miles away . . " 

Mr. Kelly believes that what is happening in 
the United States in the law enforcement field is 
affecting the thinking of Canadians, in spite of the 
different circumstances of living between the two 
countries. 

There is one great similarity. The federal 
minister of justice, John Turner, has called 
Canada’s society one of "confrontation." And that 
rather precisely defines the state of affairs in the 
United States. 

Some people see the police as targets of 
youthful rebellion, or frustration, partly because 
they represent an establishment, or a society, with 
which the rebels have nothing in common. Youth 
sees the policeman as a symbol of an authority if

Columbia: The firsi 35 were erected in 1958 and 
they have been added to over the years. There are 
a few in the immediate vicinity of Victoria — “The 
Birdcages" at the Legislative Buildings in memory 
of the first house of parliament here; Beacon Hill, 
once a burial ground; Wharf Street, the first main 
street fronting Fort Victoria's palisade, and others. 

Not all Ihe plaque texts are historical; some 
like "A Beaver Pond" on the Hope Princeton 
Highway, and “The Crimson Sockeye” east of 
Chase, deal with natural history. 

They are well composed, like the “Ghost of 
Waihachin” on the Trans Canada Highway 11 
miles east of Cache Creek: “Here bloomed a 
‘Garden of Eden’! The sagebrush desert changed to 
orchards through the imagination and industry of 
English settlers during 1907 14. Then the men left 
to fight — and die — for king and country. A 
storm ripped out the vital irrigation flume. Now 
only ghosts of flume, trees, and homes remain to 
mock this once thriving settlement." 

This type of sign pollution should increase. It 
is a needed reminder of a land rich in history as 
well as resources, of one in which there should be 
pride. 


HPilE SIGN POLLUTION of highways can be 

quite objectionable but there shouldn’t be too 
much criticism, if any, of one of the pollutants 
which is coming to the Patricia Bay Highway. 

Those provincial parks branch stops-of-inter 
est plaques add a great deal to the enjoyment of 
the traveller and provide a welcome break from

First they are quite attractive in design and 
although they are signs of a sort, can hardly lie 
classed with the gaudy, flashing billboards used by 
many highway businesses to advertise their wares.

For Garbage Detail 


NANAIMO — The regional board will assume 
responsibility for garbage in Nanaimo school district 
as soon as possible and will operate ihe Cedar Dump 
site until July 15, 1971. 

City council ralifted the action at a special 
meeting Monday night. The board now will apply to 
the municipal affairs department for an addition to 
its letters patent giving the board the authority to 
undertake garbage disposal. 

The dump will be open seven days a week, nine 
hours a day, from December lo March, and from 
April to July 15 will be open 12 hours a day. II will 
not be open on statutory holidays. 

Instead of fees being collected at the site, the 
regional board will have staff on hand to take the 
names of dumpers, who will be billed Jator. 

Ald. Mis. G. L, Hali. a represen la live on the 
regional board, said this will lie costly, but is a way of 
studying the dump in ojteration. Current dumping 
fees will be maintained, and individuals will be able to 
dump household garbage free. 

Under the present arrangement, householders 
pay a 2o-cent a load fee. No salvaging and no 
burning will be allowed. The total monthly cost to 
provide such services is estimated at S5,100, and 
revenue will be about $1,700 per month. 

Tliis means a total operating cost to Ihe regional 


board lo July 15 of $23,$00. A tax levy of .18 of one 
mill will result. 

The board pointed out that this cost will provide 
lor disposal only until mid July, and that additional 
costs will be faced for the balance of the year. 

Tiie lax levy will be throughout the school 
district, and dumpers such as the city of Nanaimo 
will comlinue to pay a dumping fee. 

Aid. Ted Jenkinson protested that the seven-day 
ai a regional board meeting that free dumping should 
be limited to perhaps two loads. 

Aid. Ted Jenkins on protested that Ihe seven day 
opening means an additional cost. "Extended hours 
mean a higher bill,” he said. 

City engineer Ail Leynard, when asked, said he 
recommended against Sunday opening in a report 
two years ago and still would. He said revenue from 
the extra day is not enough to warrant, the cost of 
operation. 

Mayor Frank Ney pointed out that perhaps free 
dumping Sunday will keep people from dumping their 
garbage along roadsides and bush areas. 

At Ihe special meeting, council also agreed to lay 
$1,600 worth of sewer pipe on Benson Street, now 
under construction. The new street will run from 
Cllffe to Skinner, and 210 feet of pipe will be 
necessary.

"Cool-Aid, in many ways, is performing a service no other 
existing agency can perform It has a direct line to a tot of 
yuung people." said Gregory wlu is familiar with the 
agency's operation.
